A thorough investigation by ex­ 
p ert accountants resulted in quashing 
these Indictm ents, as there w as no 
evidence that be hail been guilty <*t 
anything w orse than the “loose book­ 
keeping’’ whlcb is so essential iu m u­ 
nicipal plants if they are to m ake a 
good showing. 
In spite of bis vindication Stew art 
w as rem oved by the m ayor. x\bo ap­ 
parently thought it a good chance to 
put a friend of bis in the position. 
S tew art refused to su n v n d er tb ^ p la n t 
on the ground th at the m ayor had no 
pow er to rem ove him except for cause. 
F o r some w eeks both m en have been 
at the plant, neither draw ing any sal­ 
ar.«, and the case is before the courts. 
M eantim e a flank attack lias been 
m ade by th e m ayor’s p arty by intro­ 
ducing an ordinance to abolish the « f- 
fioe of city electrician and create that 
of superintendent of tin* electric light 
plant, tiiii*« getting ri«l of S tew art ;.i «1 
enabling the m ayor to appoint his own 
m an. 
T he St. Joseph I’ress protests against 
such tactics in an editorial headed. 
“Save the Electric L ight P lan t From 
Politics.” 
Stu b protests are futil«- 
long as “practical politicians” are In 
charge of city affairs, for to them mu­ 
nicipal plants are the plum s \«hl«-h 
m ake office w orth striving for.
